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Dear Senator Rosenberg: : My neighbor is one of the drug lab employees who is soon to either be 
relocated or lose their job. I saw in the State House News Service that you were meeting with the Public 
Health Commissioner on Wednesday on the closure of her lab in Amherst. It is diffi cul t to reconcile the 
justification for this lab closure when all the statistics seem to indicate little overall cost saving 
will be achieved, and what little there is will be foisted off on cities and towns. I realize that this 
element of Public Health's budget is more appropriate with Public Safety and perhaps that is the reason 
there seems to be the little commitment for this Department to support the service . Is there any chance 
of relocating the service to a Department who sees this as a benefit to the overall goals of their 
agencies? 

Unfortunately it appears the cost savings analysis does not seem to have been done in such a way as to 
consider al1 factors. I hope western Mass. does not have to assume the burden of a convenient, but 
ill thought out idea. 

Senator Rosenberg, I hope you are able to get the issue reconsidered. Thank you for your concerns about 
this proposal.
